citements of War, I find myself once more qui- 
tly seated at my desk, gicaning from among 
tho myrind topics of the day enough items of 

City life to make up a letter for your readéra 

Ab, mo! what strange sights have I seen, and 

what strange occurrences have I witnessed since 

T last wrote a letter for the Chronicle! War, 

terrible yet glorious war, in all thy wild and 

fearful moods, have I seen thee. In the ilerce 

d headlong charge, now at the very cacuon’s 
nouth,—in the stubborn and protracted steng- 
isle of hotly contested battle, —in the dark and 
watchful hours of the night, during the long 
and fatiguing* mines in all thy wondrous 
and changeful aspects. Dangers in many forms, 
perils both by field and flood, and adventures 
the most exciting acd interssting, have | en- 
countered at every turn during my three years’ 
experionee of war, But I did not sit down to 
talk of these things, but of the more peaceful 
and interesting events of the day, 

New York seems at tho first glance to be the 
same careless, gay und prosperous city I left it 
St the begivning of this terrible war; but on a 
closer inspection one is led to believe that the 
gaiety is all assumed, and that the prosperity 
te. not as substantial as one would wish. The 
stree(s are ns full as éver with buey aud eve 
changing throngs. The ompibuses 
rioges, vans and cars, waggons and carts, atil! 
clatter over the pavements Lo the seeming peril 
of the devoted pedestrian, but there is not that 
open freedom and utter abandonment #o no 
ticenble before the wur Inid its degolating hand 
upon the country. 

Business still continues, it is truo, but the 
dopreciation of the currency and the consequent 
high ‘prices of every marketable commodity, 
renders it difficult for any one not in the po 
eewsion of a competence to get along at all,— 
Every article you purchase now-a days, no 
matter how sefall and insignificant, costs an al- 
moat unheard of sum. If 1 buy a cigar I pay 
fifteen cents for it; doT want a hat, it coats $9; 
my clothes require a sam almost fabulous com 
pared with prices of 1869, A dress coat costs 
250, a pair of boots, 810; in fact, everything 
brings a prioe treble that charged for the same 
article in the days before “ this cruel war’ be- 
gan, All one thinks of now isto make a living, 
and one may consider himself lucky who does 
even that, Many mechanics aré ou of employ- 
ment, and those who are fortunate enough to 
have situations are daily demanding an increase 
of wager, Your buto er charges more for his 
beef, the tailor aske more for making your o. at, 
your battor insists upon his being paid a higher 
rate for the hat you wear, aud so it goesion,— 
and everybody gets more wages and then pays 
wall away again, feeling that he is no better 
off than before,——generally worse. 

Where all this is going to siop, of course it is 
impossible fo tay; I suppose as long aa the war 
lusts it will go ou, add feats present indications 
the end ef that it ia hard to say, Ono thing is 
very certain, that just at present we New York- 
ore ore having rather tight times of it, dud I 
sincerely hope they will not long continue. 

Our Theatres are keeping up a sort of spas- 
modic existence just now, o ly cnough to draw 
the crowds of strangers who at this season so 
constantly throng our streets They are play- 
ing & very dool aud refreshing piece at N.blo's, 
culled the * Sen of Tee.”

Tauranga the General uiarched against a 
rebel pah at Maketu, a few miles to the 
southward, which was shelled by our troops 


and abandoned by its defenders after a 


trifling resistance, Returning to Tauran- 
ga, some large Armstrovgs, including a 
110-pounder, were got ashore from the 
ships, and preparations were made for an 
assault on a position called the Gato Pah, 
lying on the crest of a hill on a small pen- 
insula. The place consisted of two pabs, 
1,000 yards apart, connected by a covered 
way, and surrounded by rifle-pits and by 
an inner line of rail fence, masked by 
branches of trees and bundles of roupo.— 
On the 27th ult., the 65th and the flying 
column of the 7th, under command of Col. 
Green, left camp tor the Maori position ; 
the 43rd, tho Naval Brigade, Engineers, 
and a heavy battery being posted in front, 
under General Cameron himself. Tho r- 
bel force was estimated at 800 men in all, 
At daylight of the 25th the bombardment 
of the place was commeveed with 13 heavy 
guns, and was maintained for nine hours. 
A number of Maories being now seen re- 
treating, the 68th were ordered in pursuit by 
4 road which led round the rear of the ro- 
bel works throughaswamp. In the mean- 
time, the Armstrongs having effected a 
practicable breach, it was determined to 
storm the pah in front. The storming par 
ty was formed of equal numbers of the na- 
val brigade and the 43d, under command 
of Colonel Booth, of the latter regiment, 
and of Capt. Hay of the Hurries. In tho 
midst of a withering fire, the party advanc- 
“ing at the double, carried the breach and 
entered the pah. Up to this moment all 
had gone well for our arms, and some of 
_ the spectators doubted not that the victory 
was gained and the Gate Pah in our hands, 
But now commences the .strange and sad 
tale of the denoument. The story at this 
point is naturally a little confused, and 
there hayo becn at least half-a-dozen ver- 
sions of it before the public. The main 
* facts, however, are as follows :—Our troops

Within these the garrison was 
concealed, when the storming party entered 
the breach, and were enabled to pour a 
heavy fire of musketry at close quarters 
from behind their shelter. The affair iw 
one more proof, not only of the extraordin- 
ary capacity of the Maories for the strata- 
gems of war, buy also, as I beliove, of the 
superiority of their weapons in this kind 
of fighting. Howover useful the rifle and 
bayonet may be against regular soldiers in 
the field, they are no match for the double- 
barrelled fowliokspizos and tomahawk, the 
favorite weapons of the Maori in a hand-to- 
hand engagement. I haye heard some of 
our own officers admit the fact of this in- 
feriority, and attribute to it most of' the re- 
verses we have met with in this sort of en- 
counter, he smooth-bore musket can be 
loaded more quickly and fired more frequent- 
ly than a rile, and the bayonet, however 
useful in the hands of askilled professor, is 
hot equal to a cutting weapon, such as the 
tomahawk, at close quarters, The Maorics, 
we must remember, ure in all physical and 
moral qualities the equal of the "British 
soldier.

The Spring grain, 
me of it, had not, up to that time, grown 
In inch. In Wisconsin, Winter wheat, wo 
ate told, has dried up without heading in 
mé fields. Corn is tolorably good, ‘here 
Bs thore a field.”’ Tho pastures are brown 
and' potatoes small and fow in the hill, and 
neverslikely to be larger. In Iowa, Mis- 
souri, and Lilinois, sections have suffered se- 
vercly from drouth., In Ohio it was very 
Fovere during June, since which heavy 
fains hayg fallen upon the richest portions 
of the centre of the State, and great corn 
crops afe confidently expected. Ponnayl- 
yania and this State have been checkered, 
here are sections where uo rain of any vol- 
ume has fallen since the 1st of June, 
Nearly all of the eastern counties are suffer- 
ing severely. We havo corn topped out 
land drying up about knee high, and pota- 
toés that have not had rain enough to wet 
the growing tubers since the vines blossom- 
ed.

Hannibal, the 
largest, elephant ever exhibited, has been in 
this country thirty-three years. When he 
was brought hither, he was bought by an 
enterprising butcher in the Bowery, who 
kept him in a stable for a year before he 
was exhibited. He was bought on specu- 
lation, and the unlucky butcher lost by 
him. _ He was afterwarks purchased by 
Van Amburgh, and has been in this collec- 
tiou for many years. 

Lions, and all other animals of the cat 
kind suffer when imported into this coun- 
ry, from a*kind of consumption. They 
wheeze, lose flesh, their lungs become dis- 
eased, and they finally waste away and die. 
When one of these great beasts die, ho is 
submitted to the faculty, and it is a plea- 
sant evidence that the proprietors are not 
merely “ showmen,’’ but haye an interest in 
the wonders of nature, that for many years 
they have contributed their defunct. speci- 
mens to the collection of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Sciences, in whose 
halls may be found, at the present time, 
some specimens of lions, tigers, and other 
animals, famous in their day. 

In the subdivision of labor, one man 
takes charge of four cages, to feed, clean 

and attend upon all wants of the occupants. 
The fish-eating animals are fod but once a 

day, and not atallon Sundays. The mon- 
keys and other animals are fed twice a day. 
The elephants seem to brouse all day long, 
None but good beef is fed, and there must 
not be the slightest grain of salt un it — 
Water is given four or five times a day. 
An elephant's rations are two hundred 
pounds of hay, and two bushels of oats per 
day, when travelling; whén standing still 
he gets no oats, but an additional hundred 
weightyof hay, The elephants lie down 
when they goto sleep. ‘Two barrels of 
water moisten each elephant’s daily hay.— 
A full grown lion eats from fifteen to eigh- 
teen pounds of meat a day. 

Not unfrequently animals bring forth 
young. Some dozens of lions have been 
born in this country, but only very few live 
to cut their second set of teeth. There is 
now in the menagerie a lion of good size, 
born three or four years ago in Georgia.— 
He is a yery savage apimal, only submits 
to his master, who nursed him tenderly 
when young, and whose voice, to this day, 
will quell him when most furious. Lions 
generally produce three or four at a litter. 
Two young leopards in the exhibition are 
from Wisconsin. They are fed only on 
cooked meat, and occasional rations of beef 
broth. Until the young uro two months 
old, choy cannot be exhibited, on account, 
of the jeulousy of the mother, who &:

Most of the farm 
ers we have conversed with will be satisied 
with balf a grain crop, and many others have | 
no hopes of realising a quarter of a crop, 
Neither is this ill success to be at all times 
accounted for, as the Jntelligencer's reporter 
does, on the principle that failures have suc-| 
ceeded only where there was poor farming. | 
Tt will be recollected that the continuous and | 
hoavy rains in the Spring during the very 
season that the seed should have been put 
into the ground, prevented the farmers from 
sowing their grain as carly as it should have 
been. This rainy period was followed by a 
drought of extraordinary duration, which 
baked and dried up most of the land so sud- | 
denly that much of the grain never came up, 
and what did was soon arrested in its growth. 
‘That once and a while a farmer may be found 
who will reap a fair crop there is no doubt, 
but this will be found to bs often the result | 
of good luck as of good management. ‘The 
luck consisting in the peculiar nature of tho 
soil, and the fortunate occurrence of getting 
the seed in at the right time, when perchance 
other land could not be tilled. There is no 
doubt that underground drainage is of the 
first importance in counteracting the evil ef- 
fects either of too much moisture or too much 
drought. But we are no: acquainted with a 
single farm in the County that an Eoglish 
farmer would call well drained, that is drained 
sufficiently to entirely resist the effects of such 
a season as this, If farmer here has two or 
three drains in a ten-acre fleld, he calls it

More about the Seed Grain in Madoc. 

Zo the Editor of the “Hastings Chronicle,” 

Stx,—For reasons best known to himself, 
Mr. MoAnnany has not seen fit to answer my 
letter of enquiry respecting the appropriation 
of money to Madoc for Seed Grain purposes 
in the Spring of 1868 ; bence the doubts and 
fears entertained by Mr. Wood that the pub- 
lic would be enlightenec on this matter turo’ 
this souree, by receiving a correct statement 
of the transaction from the County Treasurer, 
have been removdd. 

My reason for applying through the source 
I did was to get information, usd not from 
uniriendly motives, a8 impugned to me. It 
is a well known fact, that parties here for 
weeks have been seeking for figures and facts 
connected with this trausaction, and from a 
source which it might be expected informa- 
tion sould be had,—but without receiving 
any satisfactory explanations. It is also well 
kuown that Air, Wood's answers to enquiries 
from different parties were very conflicting, 
yet all going to say that this Towoship owed 
the County nothing for seed grain; and yet 
subsequently when be was pressed very bard, 
he pays over to the County Treasurer $300 
on the 26th of July ult., after my letter bad 
been forwarded to the Hastings Chronicle tor 
publication, the receipt tor which, from the 
Vounty ‘Treasurer, can be seen at the officy 
of the Township Lreasurer, ‘The $300 paid 
to the County, and over $200 which Mr. Mo 
Annany’s letter to Mr, Wood on the Ist Aus 
inst. shows Madoe auill in debt to tue County, 
woujd make over $500 tuat Madoc owed tue 
County when the enquiry was first instituted.
